CHINA. 
SHANGHAT. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 31st 
August ; the P, and O. mail from London, July 11, arrived out on 


the 27th Aug. The following items of news are from the Vorth 
China Herald :— 


We are glad to record an improvement in the lighting of the 
Yangtsze river. A light-boat has been moored off Cock’s Head, 
and the other four light-boats in the Hankow district have been 
fitted with good lights having a range of seven miles, instead of 
the old ship’s lamps. All the light stations on the upper part of 
the Yangtsze are now fitted with lenses of the sixth order, with 
lamps burning kerosene. There are three lights on shore, exhi- 
bited from tri of some fifty feet in height, surmounted by 
baskets, and five floating lights, of which the optical apparatus 
is similar to that employed on shore. 


We have endeavoured to fathom an arrangement that has been 
much talked of lately, under which shippers by the C.M.S.N. 
Co.’s steamers are said to escape certain Customs taxation. The 
case seems to stand thus. Iu the days of the Rebellion, a so- 
called “ Defence Tax” was imposed on all Chinese shippers of 
cargo by foreign steamers ; and notwithstanding that all vestige 
of the rebellion has long since disappeared, the officials have con- 
tinued to levy, and the long-sutfering Chinese traders to pay, 
the squeeze. ‘That is to say, all Chinese shipping in their own 
names have had to do so; but a very large majority escape by 
shipping in the name of a foreigner, to whom they pay a slight 
commission for the shelter and the trouble. But in the case of 
the Chinese Company this protection was not available ; ship- 
pers by its steamers were known, and were placed at a disad- 
vantage which told adversely on its carrying business. The idea 
accordingly struck the company to compound with the Taoutai for 
a lump payment which should free of the “ Defence Tax” all 
Chinese cargo shipped in their steamers. The arrangement was 
carried out ; the commutation being fixed, we believe, at one 
tael per annum per registered ton of the company’s steamers. 
The effect therefore is to place the company in rather a worse 

ition than their rivals, in so far as they pay a tax which the 

oreign steamer companies do not, but in a better position as at- 

tracting shippers who have neither to pay tax nor commission. 
The wonder is how the “ Defence Tax” is maintained at all. 

Mr. Medhurst has received a gold watch and chain from 
H.M.’s Government, for presentation to the Governor of Loo- 
choo, in acknowledgment of the services rendered to the sur- 
vivors of the crew of the British ship Benares, wrecked on that 
group in October, 1872, The watch is a handsome chronometer 
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lever by Brockbank and Aitkens, and the chain is of a massive

A proposal has been made for the establishment of a life-boat 
service in China. The want of such a service is forcibly argued, 
and we should be only too glad to see it established ; but we 
fear there is not sufficient energy in the Chinese, either people 
or Government, to organise it ; and that it is almost beyond the 
scope of foreign enterprise. A life-boat service for use in bad 
weather on a sea coast is a very different thing from the life- 
boat services the Chinese have instituted on some of their rivers, 
and requires very different crews. Unless foreigners were about 
we fear the life-boats would seldom go out into danger. Chinese 
coolies went readily into danger ander foreign leadership in the 
North, though Chinese soldiers are not famous for great bravery 
under their own mandarins. Chinese sailors are plucky in their 
own fishing-boats ; but we doubt whether they would readily 

ut out ina dangerous sea, to rescue life, unless led by a foreigner. 

he most feasible plan—at any rate for a beginning—would be 
to attach life-boats and crews to the several light-houses, with a 
foreigner in charge of each boat.

tilla, to Formosa, for the purpose of operating in support of the 
Hunan braves, whom Li Hung-chang is to satel in the au- 
tumn to enforce submission among the savage tribes. This is as 
yet mere rumour, but it appears to have some foundation. 

A Chinese steam gunboat, which recently left Chefoo, is said 
to have proceeded to Korea, having on board an officer sent by the 
Viceroy Li Hung-chang at Tientsin. Popular report has it that the 
commissioner goes over for the purpose of demanding the pay- 
ment of arrears of tribute ; but it is much more likely that he 
has been sent in connection with the recent Japanese complaints. 

The following reply has been sent by Mr. Low, U.S. Minister 
at Peking, to the farewell letter addressed to him by the Ameri- 
can missionaries at the Capital, published by us lately :— 

GenTLEMEN,—I have received your letter of the 17th instant, in 
which you express in highly complimentary terms your appreciation 
and approval of my course as the representative of the United States 
in China. You refer specially to the adjustment of some difficulties in 
connection with the missionary interest, and the peaceful and proper 
settlement of the Audience Question, as among the more important 
questions with which it has been my fortune to deal. In reply, I have 
to say that, as the representative of the United States, it has been my 
constant aim and endeavour to gecure to all our citizens, irrespective of 
their calling or profession, every right which an honest construction of 
the treaties, and the well-settled principles of public law would warrant ; 
at the same time doing what I could to promote a better understanding 
between the Chinese Government and those of the West. To what 
extent my efforts have been successful I leave for others to judge. 

Your letter, coming as it does from those whose residence is in and 
near the capital, whose opportunities have been and are good for gain- 
ing a fairly accurate knowledge of the bearing of the various questions 
which have come up for discussion, and who are therefore able to esti- 
mate pruperly the loss or gain to foreign interests by what I have been 
able to do, either individually or acting jointly with my colleagues, 
iz to me very gratifying. 

That the recent public recognition by the Emperor of China of the 
equality of Western nations will have the effect to improve relations I 
cannot for a moment doubt. Whether the results will be all that we 
hope for or even expect time alone can determine. 

In leaving this city I shall carry with me the remembrance of your 
unvarying courtesy and kindness, and this recollection will add to m 
interest in your future welfare and happiness, and the cause to whic 
your lives are dedicated. I reciprocate most cordially your expressions 
of personal regard and esteem.

We understand that the Autumn Regatta of the S.R.C. is to 
take place on or about fhe 20th of October, and from the large 
number of men who have gone in for training wé ex that it 
will prove a meeting of more than usual interest. No Interna- 
tional Eight Race has yet been organised. The Americans, owing 
to the absence of some of their best oarsmen, are unable to muster 
ateam to whom the aquatic reputation of their countrymen 
could be prudently entrusted. It is understood that the Red 
Lion of Scotland, having challenged in succession, first, All Eng- 
land, and next, All the World, considers it most dignified now 
to repose on his laurels till some eight can be found bold enough 
“to brave the lion in his den,” and challenge him to another con- 
test. If we do not misunderstand the purport of the meeting of 
the English members of the Club, the champion is not likely to 
have long to wait. 

Chén, the Magistrate of the Mixed Court, has been occupied 
in showing some attentions to two high officials who have for 
some days past been visiting Shanghai. Chang-che-wan, the 
ex-Footai of Kiangsu, the same whom many of our readers will 
remember as having accompanied Tseng-kwo-fan on his visit to 
Shanghai, has for some time been living in retirement at. 
Soochow ; but being about to remove with his family to some 
pis to the north of the Yangtsze which is considered to be 

exlthier than Soochow he has paid a valedictory visit to Shanghai 
before proceeding to his new home. He is accompanied by the- 
Superintendent of the Imperial Silk Manufactures at Soochow, 
—an officer who, like the Hoppo of Canton, holds his appoint- 
ment direct from the Emperor, of whose household’ he is an 
officer, but whose rank, in the same way as that of the Hoppo, 
is not necessarily very high. Still his wealth and the confidential 
character of his office secure for him great consideration. Both 
Chang Che-wan and this latter officer have been living on the

hey have been entertained at grand banquets by the Taoutai 
in the city and by some of the magnates of the Chinese com- 
munity of Shanghai city and settlement. On the 27th August.

Mr. George Pauncefort’s visit to Tientsin has been in every 
respect successful. The bulk of the community have been made 
to feel that, however diligently and often they may have read 
the master-pieces of our great English humourists, they never 
before entertained such a living and discriminating appreciation 
of their genius as Mr. Pauncefort has enabled them todo. He 
has during his visit enjoyed the hospitalities of the British Con- 
sulate. Mr. Pauncefort’s visit to Chefoo is also understood to 
have been very successful, though not quite so fully as at the 
more northern port, .- 

The Chefoo Race meeting will take place on the 19th and 
20th September. The committee are Messrs. Swinho, Cornabe, 
Wadman, and Palm. Mr. W. W. Myers, clerk of the course. 
On the first day there will be six events, viz. :—The Griffin 
Stakes, one mile ; the Yentai Cup, half a mile; the Merchant 
Steamer Cup, one mile and a quarter ; the Hack Race, once round 
the course ; the Shantung Plate, three quarters of a mile ; the 
Visitors’ Cup, one mile and a half. For the second day the bill 
of fare includes seven contests, viz. :—The Taoutai’s Cup, one 
mile and a quarter ; Champagne Stakes ; Ladies’ Purse, one mile 
and a half ; Criterion States ; Consolation, once round the course ; 
Hurdle Race, three quarters of a mile ; Mafoo’s Race, once round 
the course. : 

We learn that the fine new steamer Laptek, recently arrived 
from London via Yokohama, is not destined to remain long in 
northern waters, she having been taken by Captain Thebaud to 
replace the recently wrecked Lemeralda, on the Manila, Hong 
Kong, Amoy and Formosa route. She'is of very large carrying 
capacity on a remarkably light draft of water. She is now in 
old dock having a thorough inspection and overhaul. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 4th September; the P. and O. 
mail from London July 25 arrived out on the 31st Atshire. The 
following items of news are from the Daily Press :— 

We are informed that the Treaty between Japan and Peru 
was signed between his Excellency Aurelio Garcia y Garcia, the 
Envoy Extraordinary, and his Excellency Soyeskini, Japanese 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, at Yedo, on the 2lst August. The 
treaty places Peru upon the same footing as the most. favoured 
nations. Shortly before the signing of the treaty the Peruvian 
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colours were hoisted on the fortress of Kanagawa, and saluted 
by the Japanese Government with twenty-one guns. His Excel- 
lency the Peruvian Minister will leave Japan in a few days for 
Peking. 

The P. and QO. steamer Afadras, which left here on Sept. 
Ist,: or Yokohama, has put into Swatow, where she arrived 
at 6.40 p.m. on the 2nd, having struck ope a sunken wreck 
at a quarter to one on the 2nd. The bearings of the spot 
where she struck are as follows :--Dome Island 8. 26 W., Obelisk 
Island N. 13 W., Three Chimney Bluff 8.81 W. The steamer 
Bombay, which was at Whampoa, left for Swatow, to take on 
the mails and treasure. We are glad to say the damage is not 
serious, either to ship or cargo.

Another curious development of the way in which the public 
is habitually ignored by the powers that be was displayed in the 
fact to which our evening contemporary recently called promi- 
nent attention, namely, that the Secretary of State for the Colo- 
nies undertook to decide what was a sufticient sum for the com- 
munity of Hong Kong to spend upon the planting of trees, the 
amount of $1,000 being considered in Downing-street quite 
sufficient in lieu of $2,000 voted here. It might be thought 
that a colony producing a revenue of between $300,000 and 
$1,000,000 annually might be permitted, if it chose, to spend a 
couple of thousands upon planting trees, more for sanitary pur- 
than for any other, without being interfered with by the 
Reeretaiy of State for the Colonies, and probably no circumstance 
has for years come to light which has more clearly shown the de- 
termination of the Home Government to rule Hong Kong with an 
iron hand than this comparatively small detail. It is one which 
will strike the public forcibly, because it is easily within the 
comprehension of everybody, but in reality it scarcely goes 
further than a vast number of other illustrations which might be 
iven of the determination of the officials, both at Home and 
ere, to limit the functions of the public in the administration of 
the Colony to paying the money which is wanted. Surely if the 
Secretary of State is to decide for us that $2,000 is too much to 
spend upon trees, we might be permitted also to decide that 
£20,000 is too much for the Colony to pay as a military contri- 
bution for the payment of troops, who are here not for the special 
benefit of Hong Kong, but for maintaining British prestive in 
China generally, and towards which British subjects at the ports 
do not directly contribute a cent. 

It may be hoped that the lesson taught by the trees incident 
will not be lost upon the public, and that it will open their eyes 
to the encroachments which are being made upon the rights 
which hitherto have been recognised as belonging to them, even 
in Crown Colonies. If a similar instance should again occur, it 
would be pretty well time for the community to send a memorial 
home, respectfully asking that some measures may be taken to 
enable them to manage such matters as trees and matsheds for 
themselves. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the Hong Kong Pier 
and Godown Sooty took place at their offices, H. B. Lemann, 
Esq., in the chair, Present :—Messrs. S. D. Sassoon, Brereton, 
Hayllar, Karberg, Bertrand, Waucher, Sandilands, McIver, 
Coxon, and Lowcock. 


The, Chairman read the notice convening the meeting, which had 
been printed and circulated among the shareholders, and then pro- 
ceeded to say that a meeting had been held, at which the position of 
the company was discussed, and at which several legal gentlemen were 
present, and they had recommended calling the present meeting and 
passing a resolution for the voluntary winding-up of the company, as 
the proper course to adopt under the circumstances. It would be 
neeessary to appoint a liquidator, or perhaps more than one. Of course, 
if anyone could suggest any other course of proceeding, the directors 
would be very glad to hear of it, but nothing else had suggested itself 
to the directors, 

Mr. Hayllar said that the winding-up of the company would not in- 
terfere in any way with other arrangements. In fact, any arrangements 
would in all likelihood have to be preceded by a winding-up. In 
every case where an amalgamation is made between offices it is preceded 
by a winding-up. 

The Chairman said the sooner steps were taken the better. Already 
the matter had taken some time. Twenty-one days’ notice had to be 
given of this meeting, and it would be necessary that fourteen days 
more should elapse before the resolution passed could be confirmed. 
He would therefore propose, “That the Hong Kong Pier and Godown 
Company be voluntarily wound up, according to the provisions of the 
Ording ~ of 1865, and that liquidators be appointed.” 

A d*‘mion hereon ensued on the subject of the liquidators, Mr. 
Sassoon proposed that there should be two, A Shareholder enquired 
whether liquidators got any pay. 

Mr. Hayllar: That would probably depend upon whether the com- 
pany had any funds, If there were none the liquidators could not get 
anything. 

; Mer Sassoon then proposed, and Mr. McIver seconded, that Messrs. 
Lemann and Greig be appointed liquidators. 
The Chairman said he thought it would be better that the office should 
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be given to shareholders less identified with the affairs of the company 
than the chairman and the largest creditor. 

Mr. Hayllar suggested Mr. Coxon. 

Mr. Coxon said perhaps it would be better if the liquidator were not 
a shareholder at all. 

The Chairman then suggested Mr. Linstead and the Hon. Mr. Alex: 
ander, but after some little discussion, 

Mr. Sassvon withdrew his first proposition, and proposed that the 
Hon. Mr. Alexander and Mr. Coxon should be appointed liquidators, 
and this being seconded, and carried unanimously, was embodied in 
the resolution for the winding-up.

SINGAPORE, 

Our advices from this port extend to the 15th Sept. ; the P, 
and O. mail from London August 8 arrived out on the 8th Sept. 
The following items are from the Stngupore Duily Times :-— 
A Government Gazette Extraordinary published at Penan 

contains an order of the Governor in Council, dated the 3 
Sept., prohibiting for one month the export of arms, am- 
runition, gunpowder, or military and naval stores, to Junk 
Ceylon, owing to disputes between certain Chinese societies in 
that place, which may lead to disturbances. At the same meet- 
ing of the Executive Council, a proclamation of the 21st Feb. 
last, prohibiting the export of arms, &c., to Laroot, was re- 
scinded, and a new order issued, prohibiting the export of 
arms, stores, and provisions to Laroot, except such as are de- 
manded at the request of, and supplied for the use of, the Orang 
Kayah Mantri of Laroot. ‘ 

The Manila Mercantile Review of the 2nd gives the following :— 

The steamer Fsmeralda, which was wrecked off Silanguin, 
and supposed to be easily set afloat, has been entirely ruined by 
the rough sea and heavy winds reigning at present, and no hopes 
are now entertained of her salvage. 

The Dutch attack upon Atchin seems to have at last attracted 
the attention of the Home and India press. The former regard 
the matter with much indifference, being too much occupied with 
party politics, and apparently unable to realise the possible 
future consequences to British interests of the conquest of 
Atchin, and this, in spite of Lord Stanley of Alderley’s interpel- 
lation in the House of Lords and Captain Sherard Osborne’s able 
warning letter in The Times, in which he clearly points out the 
strategical imporiance of Atchin in the hands of a strong Power, 
say Germany for example, hostile to England. The Indian 
papers, as might have been erpecen from their nearer proximity 
and better knowledge, take a ditferent view, and seem unanimous 
in condemning the blind slovenly policy of the Gladstone Ministry 
in handing over the Atchin people to the tender mercies of our 

‘ood friends the Dutch, and they declare their sympathies must 
be with Atchin in the absence of any justifiable cause of war. 
Dutch officials and their inspired journals have persisted in 
asserting all along that the Sultan of Atchin had deliberatel 
provoked and prepared for the war. To show how little tru 
there is in this, the Friend of India publishes a highly interest- 
ing account of the condition of Atchin a short time before war 
was declared ; it is written by a distinguished Indian officer 
who visited the place at that time. 

According to all appearances, Sir Harry Ord’s administration 
of the affairs of these Settlements is destined to end as it began, 
in jars and discord, discontent and dissatisfaction. In the Legis- 
lative Council we see the unofficial members banded together in 
rampant opposition to all the Governor’s pet measures, the pass- 
ing of which he has declared to be of paramount necessity before 
the arrival of the new Governor. We see division after division, 
amendment after amendment, proposed by the recalcitrant mem- 
bers, who seem harassed and irritated by the hard work they 
have to go through from the number of Bills they have to con- 
sider ; and they cap the whole, when beaten upon the Grand 
Jury question, by recording a solemn protest to the Secretary of 
State against the abolition of what they are pleased to call a 
safeguard of the people of these Settlements. 

A retrospect of the effects of the policy of the local Govern- 
ment during the past six years towards the native States of the 
Malay peninsula does not afford much to gratify the vanity of 
Englishmen, as showing the benefits conferred by British rule 
and prestige. The anarchy that has prevailed, the total want of 
firmness on the part of our Government, and its declared policy 
of non-interference, from which, with one notable exception, it 
has only varied on the wrong side, have done more harm to 
British influence in this part of the world than could possibly 
have been effected by a show of force and a settled determina- 
tion to enforce the terms of existing treaties at all hazards

IMPORTS. 


SHanoal.—Signs of a reawakening in the market had made their 
appearance, and the Piece Goods trade was no longer in a state of abso- 
lute repose. There had been an increased business during the week, 
and more frequent inquiries by dealers for articles, the demand for 
which had lain dormant for a length of time. Thus far, only 8}-lbs. 
Grey Shirtings had commanded higher values from the trade. But 
Velvets, Lustres, Camlets, Brocades, Damasks, Chintzes, White Shirt- 
ings, &c., had occasionally been asked for, and there had actually been 
settlements of 7-lbs. T-Cloths. The origin of this better feeling was 
not very clearly apparent. There were no more cheerful advices from 
the outports, for with the exception of Hiogo and Chinkiang, whcre 
trade continued active, the latest news from every quarter was unim- 
portant, the only reasonable conclusion to be arrived at is, that the 
budding improvement was to be ascribed to speculation, induced by the 
decreased export from home, and the anticipation of the usual autumn 
trade. Grey Shirtings: Sales and resales of 84-lbs. to the dealers and 
to speculators—chiefly foreign—estimated at nearly 100,000 pieces for 
the week, and Dewhurst’s Eagle chop formed the principal portion of 
them ; the current price for ordinary quality of that chop had been TIs. 
1.934 to 1.95. In 7-lbs. a small native speculative business had been 
done at Tls. 1.55 to 1.69 per piece for common to best makes, and 6-1bs., 
6§-lbs., and 10-lbs. had also been sold to a trifling extent—the prices 
named being Tls. 1.344, Tls. 1.45, and Ts. 2.53. White Shirtings : 
Reeds, from 64 downward had been inquired for, but sales had been re- 
stricted to between 3,000 and 4,000 pieces, at Tis. 1.90 to 1.92. 
T-Cloths: 7,500 pieces 7lb. ordinary Mexicans quitted at Tls. 1.39 to 
1.41 ; native buyers profess to be “ open for cheap cargo,” but it has to 
be very cheap indeed to tempt them. Drills had had few inquirers, 
whilst holders and expectants were pressing their goods on the market. 
Jeans and Sheetings : Nothing had transpired in these, and the actual 
business in Fancy Cottons and Woollens had been small. Metals: 
More activity had reigned in the market, but only Lead and Iron had 
thus far been the participating imports. In Lead, however, the busi- 
ness had been mostly on speculation, and the common brands had been 
principally dealt in. But in Nail Rod Iron, a decided improvement in 
the demand was reported. In “ Dawes’ best,” owing to firmness on the 
part of the few holders, little business had been done, although dealers 
had again offered a slight advance on last quotations ; but of commoner 
qualities some 10,000 piculs had changed hands at strengthening prices. 

Foocuow.—Sales had been—Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs. 600 pieces at 
$2.67 per piece, Lead, 2,300 pigs at $8.00 per picul. 

Hoye Kona.—There had been but a small amount of business done, 
and prices of all descriptions of merchandise were quoted without 
change. 

Manita.— During the fortnight the business done had not been large 
as importers had held their stocks more firmly, in view of the decline in 
exchange, and the demand for goods had not been such as to lead to 
large operations at the rates demanded by importers. 

Saicon.—The market was still fully supplied and ruled quiet at about 
last rates, 8} lb. Shirtings and 6 lb. T-cloths being the only imports 
inducing purchasers ; quotations were—Grey Shirtings, 8} lb., $2.65 ; 
7 lb., $2.25 ; Irish Linen, No. 150, $1.65 ; T-cloths, 6 Ib., $1.65; 5 Ib., 
$1.38 ; 44 lb., $1.15 to $1.20; 4 1b., $1.05 to $1.10 per piece.

Haxkow.—Advices reported the settlement of only 3,500 chests for 
the week, which unimportant business was attributed to the small and 
poor stock on offer, desirable parcels being taken on arrival at full rates. 

SwHancHal.—Black : There had been a fair business during the week. 
At the commencement some purchases were made, showing an advance 
of half a tael on last mail’s rates, but towards the close prices had been 
easier, and the market closed quiet. The stock comprised little desirable 
Tea. Prices paid, Tls, 154 for Shontam to Tls. 254 for fair Ningchow 
in boxes. Settlements and reshipments, 19,000 chests ; stock, 23,000 
chests. Green Teas continued to be taken at former rates ; finest chops 
were firm, and would seem to be in more limited supply than ever.

SILK. 


SHancHar.—A continued activity had prevailed in the market, and 
the settlements for the week were reported to amount to 1,500 bales, 
making total since 1st June 22,000 bales. Notwithstanding the unfa- 
vourable advices from home about the inferiority of this season's Silks, 
the week’s purchases had consisted chiefly of inferior sorts, Tsatlees 
No. 44, 5, and common. There had been but a small decline in prices, 
say Tls, 5 to 10 per picul, although all along the market had a weak- 
ening tendency. Gold Lion No. 1 had been bought at Tis, 4374; Ku 
Kee’s Chinjan, Tls. 400; Red Peacocks, Tls. 380. Total export to 
date, 21,260 bales; the total arrivals, 31,000 bales ; stock is estimated 
at 9,000 bales. 

Canton.—The market was reported somewhat lower, transactions 
having taken place in No. 4 Tsatlee Reel (Kowkong) at $370, No. 4 
Tsatlee Reel (Machuen) at $365, and No. 1 Re-reeled Lacklow at $460. 
Holders of stock showed anxiety to effect sales, and but few purchases 
of fourth crop Silk had taken place. This Silk, of which but a small 
quantity had arrived, showed some improvement in colour, but was 
even more nibby than previous crops. Settlements for the present 
mail amounted to 300 bales, and some few transactions had taken place 
in re-reels for the United States mail leaving Hong Kong on 27th Aug. 
Stock estimated at 2,000 bales Tsatlee Reel, 400 bales Loong Kong, 300 
bales Cumchook and Lacklow, and 1,000 bales of inferior descriptions.

Reinforcements for the Ist Battalion of the 10th Regiment, 
stationed at Singapore, have embarked at Gravesend on board 
the Cheops, chartered troopship. The troops number about 100, 
and are commanded by Captain Scott and Lieut. Hodgson. A 
draft from the Dépot Companies of the 80th Regiment, iuclud- 
ing Lieuts. O’Geran and Walmisley, two sergeants, forty rank 
and file, nine women, and ten children, has also embarked on 
board the Cheops for conveyance to Hong Kong, to join the ser- 
vice companies of the regiment. A detachment of Royal Marines, 
about sixty strong, under the command of Lieut. Faulkner, like- 
wise proceeds by the Cheops, to join the Battalion at Yokohama. 
Col. Wylde, R.M., will shortly proceed to the same destination, 
to take command of the battalion, in succession to Col. Davis, 
who is ordered home. 

The Swinger, double-screw composite gun-boat, which was 
commissioned at Devonport on the 29th ult. by Lieut.-Com. E. 
A. Bolithe for the China Station, has had her compasses adjusted 
in Plymouth Sound, and will shortly proceed. 








In order to avoid the delay and suspense involved in bringing home 
guns from foreign stations to England, for slight repairs, an arrange- 
ment has been made for having such repairs executed at stations se- 
lected for the purpose in distant places. Factories have been already 
established—one at Esquimalt, Vancouver's Island, and the other at 
Hong Kong, the former being for the purposes of the fleet in the Pacific 
Ocean, and the latter for the fleet in the China Seas, both being avail- 
able for repairs required by guns in the neighbouring British posses- 
sions. Naval engincers have been instructed at the Royal Gun Fac- 
tories, and gone out to superintend the work at these stations ; and 
naval artificers have also gone through a course at Woolwich and been 
supplied with the necessary stores and tools, so as to render them com- 
petent to re-vent and otherwise repair to a slight extent any gun in the 
service, from the 35-ton (Woolwich Infant) down to the Abyssinian 
7-pounder. 

Lieut.-Colonel L. Hook, half-pay, Ceylon Rifles, will receive the dis- 
tinguished service reward, vacant through the death of Colonel K. D. 
Mackenzie. Lieut.-Colonel Hook entered the service as ensign on the 
5th September, 1834, and becamea Lieut.-Colonel on the 3rd February, 
1873. He served throughout the campaign of 1842 in Afghanistan, and 
in the Sutlej campaign of 1845-46. 

Captains Whitla and Scott, and Lieutenant Hodgson, of the 10th 
Regiment, will embark next year for Singapore, to rejoin head-quarters 
from depot duty. 

Quartermaster Rowland, of the 59th Regiment, is ordered from Cey- 
lon to Bombay, to join head-quarters on promotion from the 73rd Re- 
giment.

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SCIENCE IN CHINA. 

Mr. Robert K. Douglas contributes to the October number of the 
Popular Science Review an article on “The Progress of Science in 
China"—a subject which is now engaging much attention in European 
countries. Mr. Douglas says though the Chinese have neither adopted 
railways nor established telegraphs, yet that many of the most thought- 
ful men of the empire have been of late carefully comparing the state 
of scientific knowledge in China with that existing in Europe, and he 
adds that, since the close of the Ming dynasty, in 1644, there has been 
less indisposition than before that time to the introduction of foreign 
innovations. It appears from historical records that a considerable 
amount of native scientific knowledge existed in China in very early 
times. In the time of the Emperor Yao (3.c. 2300) an astronomical 
board existed, the members of which were employed in watching the 
motions of the heavenly bodies, in making the solstices and equinoxes, 
and in forming the imperial calendar. In the Chow-Pi, a work on 
trigonometry, of the date 1100 B.c., a great advance is exhibited 
in the knowledge of mathematical principles. But after this 
time, up to the accession of the Yuen dynastry (A.D. 1250-1368), 
science declined, and its followers were persecuted. With the 
accession of the Ming dynasty (1.p. 1368) the reign of darkness 
again began. But when the Jesuit missionaries appeared in China they 
guined high honour and appreciation from their scientific attainments. 
Latterly various scientific works of celebrity in Europe have been 
translated into Chinese, among which may be mentioned “ Bourne’s 
Catechism of the Steam Engine,’ the wuodcuts in which have been 
very creditably reproduced by native artists, A translation depart- 
ment has been established at the arsenal at Shanghai, presided over by 
Mr. Fryer, fur translating into Chinese the most valuable English 
works; and many evidences are being given of the determination of 
the Chinese to imitate the example of the Japanese in availing them- 
selves of the best resuurces ui Western science. For some time past 
arsenals have |. een established at Tientsin, Nanking, and Foochow, and 
subsequently a dockyard for the production of ships of war, an arsenal 
for the production of large and small arms, and a gunpowder manu- 
act ory have been established at Shanghai, now become the mos‘ im- 
portant port in the empire. Tools and managers for these esta'lish- 
ments have been sent out from Englind by Me:srs, Bourne aud Co., of 
London, and we believe the who'e are now in active operation. Tele- 
graphic communication between England and Shanghai has existed for 
a considerable time, and quite reeently a concession, we understand, 
has been given for connecting Shanghai with Woosung by railway. 
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POLITICAL PENSIONS. 

It appears from the finance accounts for the year ending the 31st. of 
March last, issued last week, that £171,139 was paid during the year 
out of the Consolidated Fund in the form of pensions for naval and 
military, political, civil, judicial, and diplomatic services. The naval 
and military pensions amount tu £38,000; the political and zivil, 
£19,847 in Great Britain and £378 in Ireland ; the judicial, in Great 
Britain to £47,703, and in Ireland £19,509 ; the diplomatic to £15,789 ; 
in addition to which there are hereditary pensions amounting to £11,360, 
and miscellaneous pensions of £14,418 in the United Kingdom and 
£4,073 in Ireland. 

The pensions for naval and military services, varying from £1,000 to 
£3,500 each, ure chiefly paid at the present time to the heirs of des 
ceased officers, including Lord Rodney, Earl Nelson, the Duke of Wel- 
lington, Viscount Combermere, Lord Hardinge, Lord Gough, Lord 
Raglan, and other eminent men. The pensions for political and civil 
services include £4,000 to Viscount Eversley, late Speaker of the House 
of Commons ; £1,000 to the Countess of Elgin, and £810 to the Coun- 
tess of Mayo ; pensions of £2,000 each to Sir George Grey, Mr. Disraeli, 
Mr. Milner Gibson, and Mr. Walpole ; £1,200 to Lord Clarence Paget 
as ex-First Secretary to the Admiralty, and £1,000 to Admiral Haimil- 
ton, late second secretary to the sume department. Mr. Romaine’s 
pension as sccond sceretary is suspended while he receives salary 
as Judge Advocate General in India. Among the pensions for judi- 
cial services, five ex-Lord Chancellors—Lonis St. Leonard's, Chelms- 
ford, Westbury, Cairns, and Hatherley—-were in receipt of £5,000 a 
year, but the number is now reduced to four by Lord Westbury's 
death. Sir William Erle, as ex-Lord Chief Justice of Common Pleas, 
takes £3,750 ; Sir T. Coleridge, ex-judge of Queen’s Bench £3,500 ; 
Sir E. V. Williams, ex-judge Common Pleas, £3,500; Lord Penzance, 
retired judge of Probate Court, £3,500; Sir R. Il. Kindersley and Sir 
John Stuart, late vice-chancellors, £3,500 each ; and Sir S. Lushington 
(since deceased) received £2,000. There are several county court 
judges in receipt of pensions of £1,000. Two ex-Lord Chancellors of 
Ireland—Sir Joseph Napier and the Right Hon. A. Brewster—receive 
£3,692 cach, and there are several other Irish judges on the list. The 
diplomatic pensions include £1,786 to Viscount Stratford de Redcliffe, 
£1,700 to Earl Cowley, and £1,162 to Lord Napier, K. I. The heredi- 
tary pensions are four in number, namely—£4,000 to the Duke of 
Marlborough, £2,160 to the heirs of the Duke of Schomberg, £1,200 to 
the Earl of Bath, and £4,000 to the heirs and descendants of William 
Penn “for ever.” = Among the miscellaneous pensions we find the 
servants of Queen Charlotte receive £358 ; of George III., £14 10a.; of 
Queen Caroline, £60 ; and of George IV. and William IV., £13,984. 
Among the miscellaneous pensions in Ireland there is an entry of £32 
to persons who suttered by the rebellion in 1798. The annuities to the 
Royal family charged on the Consvlidated Fund for the financial year 
amount to £132,000, bringing the gross amount for annuities and 
pensions up to £303,139. : 

THE CIVIL LIST. 

The official account of the public expenditure in the financial year 
1872-3 gives the usual statement of the year’s issue of £385,000 from 
the Exchequer for the payment of the “Civil List” fixed by Parlia- 
ment at Her Majesty's accession to the Throne :—£60,000 fur Her 
Majesty's privy purse; £131,260 for salaries of the Household; 
£172,500 for expenses of the Household ; £13,200 for Royal bounty, 
alms, and special services ; and 48,040 unappropriated. Technically, 
there is added £21,910, the present amount of the pensions granted for 
merit, limited to £1,200 a year ; but substantially the amount of the 
Civil List is £385,000, and the net income derived from the Crown 
lands in the year was £375,000, which last sum was paid into the Ex- 
chequer for the public service. The annuities paid to the Royal family in 
the year were twelve :—£40,000 to the Prince of Wales ; £10,000 to the 
Princess of Wales; £15,000 to the Duke of Edinburgh; £15,000 to Prince 
Arthur ; £8,000 to the Princess Royal, now Crown Princess of Prussia ; 
£6,000 to the Princess Alice, now Princess Louis of Hesse ; £6,000 to 
the Princess Helena, now Princess Christian ; £6,000 to the Princess 
Louise (Marchioness of Lorne) ; £6,000 to the Duchess of Cambridge ; 
£12,000 to the Duke of Cambridge ; £3,000 to the Princess Augusta, 
Duchess of Mecklenburg Strelitz; and £5,000 to the Princess Mary, 
Princess of Teck. ‘These annuities amount in all to £132,000, a sum 
rather larger than in the preceding year, owing to the annuities to 
Prince Arthur and the Princess Louise having now for the first time 
come into payment for the entire year.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hasna, Oct. 14, 


By the last accounts received here from Russia it is stated to be the 
intention of the merchants at Moscow and in Siberia, at the approach- 
ing expiration of the commercial treaty with China—which was, con- 
cluded for a period of five years—-to memorialise the Government in 
favour of a revision and modification of several stipulations of the 
treaty that are unfavourable fur Russian interests. Their principal 
cause of complaint is based on the fact that by virtue of the treaty 
the Chinese in Russia enjoy greater rights and privileges than are ac- 
corded to the Russians in China, Thus, for instance, the Chinese may 
trade in any part of Russia without being limited to a particular 
locality, and may import goods and produce to an unrestricted extent, 
whilst the Russian traders in China are bound to live in certain fixcd 
lucalitics, and in some places may only import a limited quantity of 
goods for sale. The Chinese in Russia are liberated from the payment 
of all taxes and local rates, to which the Russians in China are liable. 
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The Chinese are also allowed to trade in articles of Russian produce or 
manufacture, whilst the Russians are prohibited in China from dealing 
in nafive produce. The reciprocal equalisation of the two nationalitise 
in t@ dominions of each other, and their being placed on the same 
footing by treaty rights seems so natural, that the wonder is why it 
was never insisted on, and how it came to pass that the Russian diplo- 
matists should have been induced to sigu, and the Government ratify 
such a one-sided treaty, where all the advantages were in favour of the 
Chinese. 

A curious dispute is now going un at the neighbouring town of 
Luneburg, where the Municipal Corporation pretend to be so poor that 
they are obliged to sell their collection of silver plate, which contains a 
large number of very ancient gublets and vases of elaborate workman- 
ship and valuable as works of art. They have received an offer of 
206,000 thalers, but have refused it. The 4th of November is now 
fixed as the last day for making tenders, one of the conditions of which 
is that the purchaser must have galvano-plastic copies of each article 
made at his expense for the Corporation. There is a strong party 
among the citizens that protest violently against such a sale, that could 
only be proposed by Vandals and Goths, as most of the articles were 
presents from crowned heads to the town in remote periods, as a mark 
of their recognition of hospitality received—in the days when there 
were no first-rate hotels, like those now to be met with in every city and 
town--or else presents from their own former reigning Dukes of Bruns- 
wich-Luneburg in appreciation of important patriotic services, mili 
or otherwise, rendered by the burgesses of the city. But the Corpora- 
tion have also a strong body of supporters, and as they have un- 
doubtedly the right of disposing of the property, it is to be expected 
that the sale will really take place on the day appointed. It is not 
publicly known who made the above offer of 206,000 thalers, but it is 
said to be the Emperor, with the intention of making a present of the 
collection to the Berlin Museum. Under all circumstances it is de- | 
voutly to be hoped that this unique and historical collection of valuables ° 
will be preserved for Germany, as it can have but comparatively little 
interest for any other country. 

For some time past it has been the intention of the German Govern- 
ment to create a Board of Admiralty under the title of Reichs See 
Behorde, composed of nautical men; for though General von Stosch, 
who is now visiting the dockyards and other naval establishments in 
England, is no doubt a very able and efficient officer for the land ger- 
vice—it cannot be expected that he should have any knowledge of 
naval affairs, having never been to sea. It was also fully understood 
that his appointment as official chief of the navy was only of a pro- 
visional character. Now that the Bundesrath have re-commenced their 
sittings after the vacation, the subject is under their consideration. 
It is not yet fully decided where the seat of the new Board shall be, 
but Hamburg has been proposed, with a very good chance of success, 
as ita geographical position is extremely favourable for the purpose, 
bemg nearly equi-distant from Berlin, Wilhelmshaven, and Kiel, with 
railway and telegraph communication with all three. 

Whilst on the subject of Natural History I may perhaps be permitted 
to mention a hitherto unheard of curiosity. Herr Berkemeyer, the 
owner of an estate about ten miles from Hamburg, lately found ina 
nest of young vipers one with two heads, which he sent as a present to 
our Zoological Gardens, where of course it attracted great attention. 
It was not to be expected that such a lusus nature would live long, and 
it did not survive more than a week. When I saw it the creature was 
still alive, and about six inches in length, the two heads were perfectly 
formed, and each had half-an-inch of neck before they united in one 
body, which was not of greater thickness than the neck. Each head 
pe separately its own peculiar functions, and I observed them 

th eating at the same time. After being dissected by the Professor 
of Natural History, it is preserved in spirits, and has been sent to the 
Museum here. 

Captain Baron von Reibnitz having been appointed to the command 
of the corvette Arcona, he commissioned her last week at Kiel, where 
she is fitting out for foreign service, supposed to be the Mediterranean. 
The Gazelle is under orders to proceed to the Far East to relieve the 
Nymphe, whose period of service on the China and Japan station has 
expired, and she is now on her voyage home. The Gazelle will call at 
the Samoa Islands to oblige the natives to pay up the 8,000 dollars, as 
compensation to German merchants for goods destroyed during seme 
party disturbances, and which they bound themselves to liquidate when 
the Nymphe was there, but refused payment as soon as that corvette 
had left the port. It is to be hoped that the (ruzelle will teach them 
that the German flag is not to be trifled with, especially by such a set 
of savages, which will make them more careful for the future. 

The Moscow Gazette announces the formation of acompany of private 
capitalists for the purpose of opening direct communication between 
Orenburg and Turkestan by land and by water. The statutes of the 
new company have already been submitted to the Government for 
approval, and are now awaiting official confirmation. The company are 
to enjoy the right of extending the field of their operations to the 
navigation by steamers of the Amu-Daria, if found practicable, as well 
as the Syr-Daria or Oxus. They undertake to open the communication 
within’three years of the date of the confirmation of their statutes, 
and to provide a sufficiency of steamers and transports for the cunvey- 
ance of goods and passengers, as well as Government stores und military

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RorrerDaM, Oct. 15. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department has published his annual 
report upon the condition of our East India Colonies, the greater part 
of which is devoted to Atchin. A history is given of that and the 
neighbouring States, and last year’s expedition is reported upon in 
extenso, Altogether but little that is new is to be found in this volu- 
minous report. Of course, it is interesting to read what has occurred, 
and how our position stands with regard to the Sumatra States, but it 
would be more interesting to hear something about the second expedi- 
tion. Private correspondence from Batavia, addressed to the Nieuwe . 
Rotterdam Courant, confirms my statement that the expedition will 
start next month, and that in December hostilities will begin. The 
final reinforcements for the East India army will start this month. The 
soldiers are nearly all foreigners, for it seems impossible to enrol any 
Dutchmen for the service, our Catholics preferring to fight for Don 
Carlos rather than for “fatherland.” It is stated that the Governments 
of France and Belgium have taken measures to prevent any more 
Frenchmen or Belgians being enlisted. The correspondence for- 
warded by a passenger of the steamer Celcbes to The Times con- 
tains some more or less correct information about the expedition. 
That it contains some absurdities is a matter of course ; for instance, 
the writer asserts that the Government will employ slaves for the tran- 
sport of goods, and The Times thinks this course might be followed 
with reference to your Ashantee expedition. It is almost unnecessary 
to say that there are no slaves, the labourers are convicts. There is 
still a great deficiency of medical officers ; some foreigners came for- 
ward, but they do not care to start even after having reccived the 
bounty of f.4,500, and it is asserted that two of these “gentlemen” 
have disappeared. You will remember the very strange story which 
was published by the Pezang Gazette, about a certain native named 
Pang Lima Tibang, who was stated to be in the pay of the Dutch Go- 
vernment, and of Atchin at the same time. I now hear that another 
intrignant, one Mahomed Anfin, is being carefully watched. It seems 
that it was he who endeavoured to conclude a treaty of alliance between 
the Sultan of Atchin and the Government of America,"United States. 
He is now under the surveillance of Commander Verspyck. 

There is much speculation in the newspapers about the intentions of 
General Weitzel, the new Minister of the War Department. He was 
imprudent enough to publish, some time ago, a pamphlet, in which he 
maintained that the organisation of the army was of the greatest 
urgency, whilst the fortress-question was one of secondary importance, 
and this work is made the basis of many appeals against the new 
Minister. It would be wiser to wait and see what he will do. I fear 
he will be no more successful than his predecessors—for it is very diffi- 
cult to deal with the Second Chamber when military matters are in 
question. 

The important report of the Commission appointed to settle the con- 
ditions upon which concessions are to be granted for the construction 
of railways in Java has been received with much satisfaction. Some 
surprise, however, exists that the Minister of the Colonial Department 
has not brought in a Bill drafted on this scheme, which would have 
been a step further towards the realisation of the railway system in ape. 

Several times lately I have called attention to the deplorable fact 
that our mercantile ficet diminishes weck by week. Our shipowners 
sell their vessels, and East India produce purchased on private account 
is for the most part imported in foreign vessels. During the last ten 
years our tonnage has been diminished 37 pcr cent. Several members 
of Parliament have proposed to open an enquiry into the cause of this 
decline. The intention is undoubtedly good, but it is ‘a question 
whether it will bear fruit? 

The section report upon the East India Budget has been published. 
The members occupied themselves principally with the figures, and there 
was no question of a vote of want of confidence. The report is more 
satisfactory than I expected, looking at the fact that the majority of 
the reporters belonged to the Conservatives, who are eagerly seeking for 
a leader, now that Mr. Heemskerk has disappeared frum the political 
arena. Mr. Nicrstrasz is the most likely man for the post. 

The Netherlands India Dry Dock Company have held a meeting to 
authorise the managers to conclude an engagement with Messrs. Van 
Raalte, Behrend, and Co., of Glasgow, for building the docks, thefr 
former contractors having failed to fulfil their engagement. 

I hear that Mr. W. H. Cost Jordens is about to resign his seat in the 
First Chamber of the States General.

Ir is related of GARRICK, that on one occasion after 
having been invited to witness the performance of a youn 
actor of giant-like proportions, he was asked what he 
thought of the debutant. ‘I think,” said Garrick, “ that 
he is a very tall man.” And if we were asked our opinion 
on the audience granted to the foreign Ministers at Peking, 
we should be inclined to say that we think it must have 
been a very imposing ceremony. With that we should 
have said all that it is possible to say for it. None of the 
benefits expected from it have been found, and things re- 
main exactly as they were, except that with the foreign 
Ministers remains a consciousness of defeat. And _ this 
is the end of all the notes, the struggling and striving, the 
diplomatic marching and counter-marching, which have oc- 
cupied the attention of the Legation at Peking for months 
past. The mountain has been in labour, and a very ridicu- 
lous mouse has been brought forth. Again, the diplomats 
of the Kast and West have measured swords, and again the 
Chinamen have proved victorious. 

That this may be understood, it is necessary to remem- 
ber that the advantage looked for from the concession of 
the right of audience was the virtual admission of equality 
which it would imply. But as we have repeatedly pointed 
out in these columns, in order that this admission should 
bear fruit, it was imperative that the Empire at large should 
be made aware of the change in our diplomatic relations 
with the Court. As it is, no public announcement of any 
sort has been made of the fact, and thus the admission of 
the toreign Ministers into the Imperial presence has been 
robbed of all significance. The only mention made in the 
Peking Gazette of the ceremony is a short announcement to 
the effect that on the 29th of June audiences were granted, 
but it is not said to whom. The practical result, therefore, 
is that out of the four hundred millions of Chinese only 
the Court officials and a small section of the inhabitants of 
Peking are aware of the fact, and it is more than probable 
that even these latter are purposely kept in ignorance of 
the footing on which Mr. WADE and _ his confreres were re- 
ceived by the EMpERor. This kind of diplomatic evasion 
has been so repeatedly practised upon us that it is a matter 
of surprise that the foreign Ministers should not have been 
on their guard against it. It is the subterfuge by which 
the Chinese Government has attempted to neutralise 
every concession made to foreigners from the time 
of our first arrival in China down to the present hour. 
So strongly was this felt, that when the last Treaty 
was concluded it was considered necessary to insert a 
special clause, by which the Chinese agreed to publish the 
convention throughout the length and breadth of the Em- 
pire ; but even after this precaution it was found that in- 
formation on the subject had been sent only to such places 
as were likely to be visited by foreigners ; and at the pre- 
sent day it is the general belief, in out-of-the-way districts, 
that the foreign devils are admitted into Peking only as 
bearers of tribute. 

But there are other circumstances connected with the 
Audience which have disappointed the expectations formed 
of it. Not only, as we have shown, have the EMPEROR’S 
advisers renderel nugatory the results which should by 
lights have flowed from it, but at the time they succeeded 
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in robbing the ceremony itself of half its value, by the very 
grudging way in which it was granted. If recent accounts 
are to be believed, the point was ultimately yielded gay 
on the demand of the Japanese Ambassador. ut, 
however this may be, the fact remains that although 
the EmPEROR, on mounting the throne in February 
last, promised to receive the foreign Ministers, no audience 
was granted them until the end of June. It ie to 
be regretted also that the EMPEROR should have chosen 
to reply to the Minister in Manchu, thus renderin, 

impossible all direct communication between himself an 

them. This may at first sight seem a small point, but in 
China, where etiquette is so minutely studied, such slight 
acts carry with them an importance which to us appear to 
be out of all proportion. And it is obvious that in thig 
the Emperor was actuated by the same motive which in- 
duced him to order the QUEEN’s letter to be placed on a 
table in front of the throne, instead of receiving it into hig 
hand, namely, a device to maintain the air of superiority 
which has always been assumed by the Sons of Heaven. 
These and other points, together with the time and place 
when and where the reception was given—six o'clock on a

outside the Imperial City—are all indicative of the spirit 
which animates the present rulers of China, and very 
clearly show that our task is not yet accomplished. They 
will concede nothing until they are forced to yield, and even 
then they show a firm determination, by tricks and deceit, 
to take back with one hand what they give with the other. 


Nor the least interesting feature of the International 
Congress of Orientalists recently held in Paris was the col+ 
lection of Oriental objects of art and industry which was 
exhibited, and which still remains on view at the Palais 
de I'Industrie. In point of extent and interest this is cer- 
tainly one of the best collections of Chinese and Japanese 
curiosities which have ever been exhibited ; and as the ob- 
jects are all lent from the cabinets and studys of eminent 
virtuosi, they present a much greater uniformity of value 
than is to be found in most Exhibitions. For instance, we 
have only to name M. GUERIN-MENEVILLE as an exhibitor 
of objects connected with sericulture to describe that section 
as the most perfect of the kind in Europe. M. DE Rosny 
has also emptied his bookshelves of all that is rare and 
curious for the benefit of the Exhibition, and MM. pu 
Bousquet, LONGPESIER, and RocHEz have added much that 
is of great interest. But the collection par excellence is 
M. CERMUSCHE’s array of nearly 1,500 bronzes, which 
he collected during his recent tour in China and Japan. 
One object in the collection of supreme interest is a bronze 
vase of the date of the Shang Dynasty, that is, about 
B.C. 1200, and speaking generally, the objects present 
an almost unbroken series of specimens of the work- 
manship of the different ages from that time down to 
the end of the Ming Dynasty. Among the Japanese 
curiosities is an immense statue of Buddha, measuring 
about eighteen feet in height, which was brought from 
Megouro, in the neighbourhood of Yedo, and a huge bronze 
incense bowl, from Kioto. One entire room in the Exhibi- 
tion is devoted to photographs of antique Chinese and 
Japanese monuments, and to native drawings. The whole 
forms a most interesting exhibition, and the thanks of 
savants, artists, merchants, and sight-seers are alike due to 
the virtuosi, who in the interests of art and science have 
placed their collections at their disposal. 


AN open competition will be held in London for two 
situations as student interpreter in China and one situation 
as student interpreter in Siam.

It was reported a fortnight since, by way of Vienna, that 
the Russian Government has determined upon the annexa- 
tion of the island of Saghalien. Confirmatory intelligence 
reaches us this week from St. Petersburg. It is reported 
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that, in order to relieve the more habitable portions of 
Siberia from the incubus of a steady importation of crimi- 
nals, the Government have determined to make the island 
the principal penitentiary of the realm, and that large forti- 
fied prisons for thousands of convicts are in course of con- 
struction on what was formerly Japanese territory. 


WE hear from Berlin that the German Government is 
about to take steps to prevent German subjects from taking 
part in the Chinese Coolie traffic. The publicity which 
was given some time since to the horrors attending the 
voyage of the steamer Fatchoy, and the recent legislative 
action of the Hong Kong Government, have probably had 
their influence in bringing about the coutemplated action 
of the German Government. 





THE steamer Africa has been despatched from HENLEY’S

THE DUTCH IN SUMATRA. 
(THE TIMES.) 

The main body of the Expedition against Atchin has now left Hol- 
land, and we may soon expect to hear that war has re-opened in Suma- 
tra. The Dutch have apparently no greater reason than we have to 
rejoice over the negotiations which ended in the cession of the whole 
of the Gold Coast to England, and the permission granted to Holland 
to prosecute a career of conquest in Sumatra. We accepted the con- 
trol of the West African Settlements as a debt due to civilisation 
which we were bound to discharge, and we have found that the ob- 
ligation involves an unexpected expenditure of national energy‘on our 
part. The steady-going people of Holland were probably at least as much 
surprised as ourselves when they discovered that the concession of full 
powers to conquer and civilise in Sumatra had committed them toa 
“little war,” in which at the outset they were encountered with un- 
foreseen vigour by the Mahomedan State of Atchin. Their difficulty 
differs from ours, inasmuch as we are as far as possible from desiring to 
increase our dominions on the West Coast of Africa, while the Dutch 
are certainly ambitious of extending their Empire over the whole 
island of Sumatra. The abandonment of the restriction was the 
consideration for the transfer of the Dutch forts on the Gold 
Coast to England. The transaction cannot, from this any more than 
from other points of view, be regarded as altogether satisfactory ; for, 
although our position in regard to Sumatra and the Dutch was trouble- 
some and ungrateful, the concession to a foreign State of a right to 
annex territory in exchange for dominions ceded to us is hardly con- 
sonant with modern English notions of our proper relations to inferior 
races. If there was anything wrong in the compact, both the con- 
tracting parties, at any rate, have paid the penalty. Holland was the 
first to suffer. The Dutch troops advanced upon their Oriental ene- 
mies with that confidence which has prevailed among Europeans in 
Asia since the days of Clive, but they were met with a resistance alto- 
gether inconsistent with the precedents of European conquest in the 
East. The Atchinese repelled the Dutch army with loss, and so far 
gained their end that the invaders had to retire and to wait for rein- 
forcements before renewing the war. Of course, the ultimate issue 
cannot be doubted, nor, indeed, could it be questioned from the first. 
Holland, since we have withdrawn the restriction imposed by the ar- 
rangements of 1815, seems to consider herself committed to the con- 
quest of Sumatra, and the resistance of Atchin, however successful at 
firat, can only make the terms of submission in the end more onerous. 

England, after the fall of Napoleon, might have easily secured a mo- 
nopoly of empire in the Eastern Archipelago, but she wisely rejected 
the ambitious prospect which expanded itself before her view. The 
power of Holland in Asia had been formidable, and the Dutch still re- 
tained in Java and the neighbouring islands rich and promising settle- 
ments. The English statesmen of that day thought it prudent to 
abandon the possibilities of British conquest in the Eastern seas, but 
they distrusted the encroachments of any other European Power in 
that quarter. The Dutch had obtained a footing in the southern part 
of Sumatra, and their existing settlements were not disturbed, but they 
were forbidden by Treaty to inculge in the luxury of annexation. This 
arrangement was rescinded on the Dutch surrendering to us their forts 
on the Gold Coast, together with a legacy of a war with Ashantee. On 
the other hand, Holland, availing herself of the liberty this new Treaty 
gave to conquer in Sumatra, finds that she is plunged into a war, the end 
of which may be victory, but which, in its course, must entail a large 
expenditure in money and a serious loss of life. Atchin, the largest and 
most powerful independent State remaining in Sumatra—once, indeed, 
a Power of considerable rank and reputation in Asia—was, immediately

the Dutch. A rather formidable expedition was sent out from Batavia 
towards the end of March last, and the conquest of the Atchinese 


akingdom, it was assumed, would certainly and instantly follow the 
expected fall of the Sultan's stronghold, Craton. But the Dutch troops, 


though successful at first, encountered soon sudden and severe reverses. 
They found Craton a much more difficulty place to capture than they 
had anticipated, and, after summoning reinforcements from Java, they 
were repelled with iogs in an assault upon the citadel. Surrounded by 
the swarming irregular troops of the enemy, and disheartened by their 
repulse and by the loss of their General, who had fallen in leading the 
attack, the army was compelled to retire, and the approaching monsoon 





triumph were to go unrebuked ita effect might be contagious beyond 
the limits of the Dutch settlements. We, therefore, who are rulers 
of the greatest of Asiatic Empires, cannot be indifferent to the 
measures which the Government of the Hague is taking for 
the reconquest of its supremacy and reputation in Sumatra. Atchin is 
a Mahomedan State, and its ruler is said to have appealed for aid— 
with how little success we need not say—to the Sultan of Turkey, the 
representative of the Caliphs, and the acknowledged chief of Orthodox 
Islam. Such an appeal is only significant as a proof that the Sumatran 
Kingdom, afterits victory, confesses itsincapacity to meet European forces 
in the field. Asin the case of our own unlucky complication with Ashantee, 
neither glory nor gain is to be gathered from this Expedition, but the 
work must nevertheless be done, and the Dutch Government appears to 
be going into it with a determination to win at once and triumphantly. 
Five thousand troops—one-third Europeans—have been enlisted for 
this service, and the difficult labour of store-carriage through the 
swamps, which is nearly as perplexing a problem in Sumatra as on the 
West Coast of Africa, is to be undertaken by galley slaves. This re- 
source we do not possess, and so far the Dutch have an advantage over 
us in the “little wars” we have so unluckily interchanged. 

We have little means of judging what have been the rights and 
wrongs of the quarrel between the Dutch Government and the Sultan 
of Atchin. But, whatever may be the origin of the war, the issue is 
hardly open to doubt. The Dutch have possibly acted harshly towards 
the Atchinese. The colonial rule of Holland has, indeed, never been 
distinguished for clemency ; the paternal element in it has been alto- 
gether too pronounced. But the consequences might be grave if it 
were to be flung back now by a serious defeat. The disasters suffered 
in Sumatra have alreudy had a dangerous effect upon the Mahomedan 
mind in Asia and the Eastern Archipelago, In Holland some appre- 
hensions appear to be felt as to the sufficiency of the preparations which 
have been made for the expedition ; but there seems to be no reason 
to doubt that the Government will carry the war to a conclusion with 
the utmost vigour—the more so because the Opposition, of course, 
accuses the Libcral Administration of remissness, and is vigilant to 
denounce its blunders or delays. 








THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, 
AND CHINA. 

An extraordinarg general meeting of shareholders was held on the 
15th inst. at the London Tavern, Andrew Cassels, Esq., in the chair, 
for the purpose of declaring an ad interim dividend for the half-year, and 
authorising the Court of Directors to take the necessary steps to obtain 
an extension of the bank's present charter. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, said that on the present 
occasion there were no accounts to lay before them, because the charter 
required that a detailed statement of the bank's affairs should be sub- 
mitted only at the annual meeting. They had the satisfaction of stating 
that after going through the bank's accounts, they felt justified in de- 
claring a dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, free of income 
tax. (Applause). At the last meeting they declared a dividend for the 
half-year at the rate of 24 per cent. per annum, and he trusted that the 
shareholders would see in the increased dividend they now proposed a 
substantial proof of the steady progress made by the bank. During 
the six months under review, their Indian branches had done exceed- 
ingly well, and they would have had a very gratifying result to submit to 
them that day if their branches in China had been equally successful ; 
but trade there had been very much out of joint in consequence of the de- 
pressed state of the silk markets in Europe. Their manager at Singapore, 
bearing in mind the stormy times which had visited that place some 
time ago, had, with great prudence, restricted his business considerably, 
in order to keep it within a safe compass. The directors felt that some 
time must clapse before Singapore became the profitable field it for- 
merly was. Upon the whole they had made substantial progress, and 
no bank could be more thoroughly sound than the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia, and China. (Cheers.) Their current accounts and 
note circulation had, during the last twelve months, considerably in- 
creased ; their directors and officers had done their best, and he trusted 
the shareholders would support them by using any influence which 
they might have in places in the East where there were branches of the 
bank, as well as by encouraging deposits. There could be no possible 
doubt, he should hope, with regard to the safety of all deposits placed 
in their hands, as under noconceivable circumstances could depositors lose 
any portion of the money ; and if the shareholders would only lend the 
directors a helping hand, he was sure that they would see good days, 
and win « high place in public estimation for the Chartered Bank. The 
Chairman concluded by moving the payment of a dividend for the half- 
year at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, free of income-tax. Mr. John 
Jones seconded the motion, which was unanimously carried. 

The Chairman then proceeded to move the second resolution with 
reference to an extension of the bank's present charter. He said that 
they merely proposed the resolution in order to take time by the fore- 
lock and to be prepared to act when any favourable opportunity might 
present itself. They did not anticipate any difficulty in the matter, as 
the Oriental Bank had just obtained a renewal of its charter for ten 
years. If the presert resolution passed, they would have to confirm it 
at another mecting, which would be held at the London Tavern on the 
5th of November. Mr. W. Macnaughtan seconded the motion. 

Mr. J. R. Morrison condemned the present system of six months’ 
usance on bills, as being injurious to the best interests of fair and legiti- 
mate trade. . . 

The Chairman quite agreed with Mr. Morrison's views on the sub- 
ject.

Company (Limited), to be presented at the meeting on the 21st

The balance-sheet to 30th June, 1873, appended to this report, shows 
the financial position of the company. The directors have written off 
for depreciation of works and plant, and off the expenses of firat estab- 
lishment, as per balance-sheet, at the rate of 1 per cent. per annum. 
The profit for the half-year, after writing off these sums, amounts to 
£1,749 10s. 9d., which, together with £33 8s. 11d., the unappropriated 
profit of the preceding half-year, makes the available balance £1,782 
19s. 8d. Out of this sum the directors recommend the declaration of 
a dividend at the rate of 74 per cent. per annum on the preference 
capital, and 7 per cent. on the amounts paid up on the original capital, 
less income-tax ; the balance of £38 5s. 10d. to be carried forward to 
the profit of the succeeding half-year. 

The report of Mr. Wells, the engineer and manager in Singapore, 
gays :— 

You will perceive by the returns that although the first cost of coals 
has been increased £216 5s. 6d. over last half-year, we have an increase 
of profits on this side, and if you refer to the accounts for the 30th June, 
1872, coals then cost us on the half-year at the rate of £1 12s. per ton 
in the retorts, whereas this half-year the cost has been £2 1s. per ton. 
The increase in the half-year on the legitimate gas rental has been 
$182.36. It will be more in the present half-year, as the Chinese illu- 
minations have just commenced, and will last about a fortnight. Coke, 
breeze, and ashes have realised $3,218.75, being an increase over last 
half-year of $2,005.95. ‘Tar, liquor, &c., have fallen short by $173.43. 
During the half-year the only addition to capital account has been the 
proportionate allowance for new services and some slight extensions to 
private houses in the Tanglin district. ‘The expenditure in the retort 
room and the general works department has only been for the ordinary 
wear and tear. General repairs have been effected where necessary, the 
buildings and plant are in a guod state of repair. No. 2 gas holder is 
working satisfactorily, and there are no signs of decay in No. 1 gas 
holder, as by frequent tarring it is well preserved from rust. Allis still 
working satisfactorily in the purifying department. Engineer's report 
furnishes all the details in this department. The unaccounted for gas 
for the half-year is 12 per cent. Collection of rental has been satis- 
factory, as out of the amounts shown as due for the half-year, $31,775.70, 
$30,843.67 has been collected and paid to bank. Bad debts and allow- 
ances, and also the arrears, are below the last half-year’s returns. Loss 
by exchange has Leen $89.96 on the $10,756.62 remitted. The fitters 
during the half-year have been fully employed—45 new houses have 
been lighted up with 482 lights. Additional lights, 186; making a 
total on the half-year of 618 lights.

At the next meeting it will enter upon 
the questions submitted by the Porte for its consideration, be- 
ginning with that of the best mode of ascertaining the gross 
tonnage of a ship. 

It is expected that a final dividend in the matter of the Albert 
Insurance Company will be declared early in the ensuing month, 
when the necessary calculations respecting the value of policies 
will have been completed. Immediately payment is made the 
business of this enormous liquidation will be wound up, and the 
whole affair put an end to.

Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden's Circular says :—A limited 
business has been transacted, but this is not surprising, looking at the 
satisfactory manner in which arrivals have been taken by the trade 
during the past three months, and in the face of enormous shipments 
from China, say 100,000,000 Ibs. in four months, or 40,000,000 Ibs in 
excess of requirements. The future of the market depen:ls upon the 
ultimate total supply, and as common Shantam kinds (which help to 
swell the export) seem, for the time being, to have gone out of con- 
sumption, it is to be hoped such will not be shipped.

As, however, the landings are 570 tons less, the defi- 
ciency in the stock is further increased to 4,800 tons. The quantity 
of Ceylon Coffee afloat for Great Britain is estimated as follows :—

of 1872; Native, 10,060 cwt., against 13,001 cwt. The quantity 
of Coffee landed in the forty-one weeks ended Oct. 11, 1873, was, of 
Ceylon, 35,447 tons, against 26,871 tons during tho corresponding 
period of 1872; of all descriptions, 65,039 tons, against 54,373 tons.

SUGAR. 

The improved demand for brown East India descriptions reported a 
fortnight since has not been maintained, for large quantities brought to 
auction have attracted little attention, and have been bought in. There 
has been little disposition to buy except at a slight concession, and only 
a small business has been effected at a decline of 3d. to 6d. per ewt. 
For Manila and other brown kinds the demand seems to have wholly 
disappeared ; several parcels offered by auction have been bought in, and 
business privately is suspended.
